HOLDING REDS 35 MILES FROM PUSAN 


8. TANK FORE

Returns and Saves Com- 
mand Post — Drive Re- 
veals Invaders’ Build- 
up, Shows Defense Can 


Be Pierced.

AN ADVANCED 
STATES COMMAND POST, Ko- 
rea, Aug. 3 (AP)—This is the 
amazing story of a United States 
battalion that fought its way 22 
miles behind the enemy lines, 
battled again and saved a regi- 


mental command post from de- 
struction in a savage struggle 
this morning. 

There hasn’t been anything 
quite like this daring adventure 
in all the Korean war. The offi- 
cers called it “a reconnaissance in 
force” and it proved for the high 
command: 

1. That the enemy line can 
be breached by a hard-hitting 
tank-led force. 

2. That the enemy is build- 
ing up strong forces aroun 
Chinju for the drive eastward 
toward Masan and the vital port 


Reds Drop Leaflets. 

The enemy dropped leaflets be- 
hind the American lines near 
Masan this morning urging na- 
tives to stay in their houses. The 
leaflets said the Red forces were 
preparing to attack in great force 
and drive the Americans out, “We 
will liberate you,” the Reds szid. 
The battalion’s thrust into the 
enemy lines left no doubt the 
Reds have a strong force in the 
southernmost drive headed toward 
Masan. 

This battalion made a 36-hour 
forced march south to reach the 
jumping off place for the dash 
toward Chinju. The boys had a 
few hours’ rest and then at 6 
a.m. yesterday they began their 
push. 

Troops ofthe United States 
Twenty-fourth Division held their 
line firmly east of Chinju today 
after sending the tank-led bat- 
talion deep into enemy territory. 

Five Sherman Tanks. 

The battalion had five Sherman 
tanks, a battery of artillery, a 
platoon of' heavy mortars and well 
armed infantry. 

The spearhead infantry unit 
was a company under the com- 
mand of Lt. John L. Buckley, Au- 
gusta, Ga. 

The tank force was under 
enemy machine-gun and sniper 
fire all the way. The Americans 


were riding the tanks and jeeps 
and trucks, spraying ‘the enemy 
with fire as they drove ahéad. 

As the Americans passed, the 
enemy closed in behind them on 
the road leading to Chinju. But 
the task force blazed its way 
deeper and deeper into enemy 
country. 

Then the group reached the 
mountain passes just east of Chin- 
ju and smacked into enemy forces 
believed to be the main Red re- 
serve building up for a major of- 
fensive. 

“Let Us Have It.” 

“They let us get into aimountain 
pass,” a lieutenant colonel said, 
“and then they closed in and let 
use have it.’} 

Fire poured down on the Ameér- 
icans from the hills. And the 
Americans left the column and 
went into the hills after the Reds. 

The leading tanks rounded a 
bend in the road and ran headon 
into three’ Russian-made 70-mm. 
anti-tank guns. The guns knocked 
holes in the armor of two Sher- 
man tanks and either killed or 
wounded all of the gun crews.

Some bombs were dropped vis- 
ually, But three-fourths of the 
bomb loads had to be sighted by 
radar. The B-29s struck shortly 
after noon. 

Previous Raids. 

The Bogun plant is only three 
miles from the explosive factory 
the Far East Air Force said was 
“almost totally destroyed” by a 
B-29 strike Sunday. They struck 
again in the same area Tuesday. 

Some flak was encountered over 
the target.

Truman 4-Billion-Dollar Request 
Revives Proposal for Pacific

RESIDENT TRUMAN’S request for four billion dollars to arm 
countries that are resisting Communism is reviving plans for the 
establishment of a Pacific pact similar to the North Atlantic 
Treaty. The framework for a Pacific pact was set up last May at 
a meeting in the Philippines but the United States has been unable 
to lend assistance hecause of the heavy concentration of expendi- 
tures in Europe. 

Present at the southeast Asia 


visited President Truman in 
Washington in August of 1949. He 
reiterated the necessity for action. 

But in Washington, Quirino was 
told that material aid could not 
be given at that time because of 
Europe’s needs and because the 
Administration did not consider 
the time “propitious.” 

Late in 1949, Australia, Canada, 
India and the United States 
agreed, after conferences, that it 
was “premature” to negotiate the 
pact. , 

Philip C. Jessup, United States 
ambassador-at-large, gave some 
encouragement on Feb. 11 of this 
year when he said the United 
States was not trying to set up 
a Far East military alliance but 
would view such an organization 
with “sympathy.” That provided 
the basis for the session last May 
at which seven countries met in 
the southeast Asia and Pacific re- 
gion conference. 

Thinking Revised. 

At that time, however, the 
necessity for action was not seen 
as clearly as it is today. The Ko- 
rean Communist attack against 
the southern Republic has re- 
vised thinking in relation to re- 
gional military alliances.

Without the support of the dictators in Berlin 


‘ and Rome, Franco’s armed rebellion would have 


lasted only a few weeks at the most. 

As it turned out, El Caudillo was the only one 
of the despicable trio who survived popular 
wrathy By a series of good fortunes, if such 
they can be called, he has managed to hang on, 
though the financial basis of his iron-handed 
rule is and has been shaky for a long time. 

A loan to Franco would do the United States 
a vast amount of harm among distant peoples 
whose support we should be very eager to have. 
It*would amount.to official notice that we will 
support any dictator, no matter how repressive 
his regime, if we think it is to our advantage— 
or if some influential pressure group is able to 
put that idea across. 

Just how many police state characters do we 
in the United States intend to tie up with? We 
gave our backing to such a small-scale dictator 
in South Korea's Syngman Rhee. Now we are 
having to explain that the United States went 
to the. defense of peace in the Orient and not 
to uphold Rhee and his reactionary, strong- 
arm methods. 

After backing Chiang Kai-shek much too long 
without obtaining a change in his dictatorial 
and corrupt rule, the Truman Administration 
finally decided it had poured money down 
Chiang’s rat-hole long enough. Now because 
of the possible relation of Formosa to our mili- 
tary operations in Korea, Gen. MacArthur is 
talking about all-out defense of Formosa. That 
could involve the United States in a war with 
Mao’s Chinese Government which has driven 
Chiang of* the continent of Asia. Naturally 
Chiang would like nothing better than to unload 
his lost war on us. 

Indochina and Greece also come to mind and 
the list could be extended. In too many places 
we are seeming to back the unpopular dictators 
or puppets against whom Communism has been 
able to present itself as a people's movement. 


Why do we need to lend more color to this by 
sending $100,000,000 to Franco to bolster up his 
sagging econdmy? If this is a military move, 
let the Joint Chiefs of Staff: say so 2nd let the 
case, if there is one, be presented for it on that 
basis. If it is merely the economic shot-in-the- 
arm which Senator McCarran of Nevada and 
other Franco apologists have been trying to ar- 
range, then let that be no less clear. 


And if the loan is proposed as a military 
measure Washington should reflect on its in- 
evitable effect on all of Western Europe above 
the Pyrenees mountains. Is it our wish to serve 
notice. that France, Western Germany and the 
Low Countries all are written off in advance? 


Franco is against democracy just as much as 
Stalin is. All he wants of us is our money. We 
should have as little as possible to do with him 
and his denial of the human rights we cherish.

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When Manpower Gets Short 


Secretary of Labor Tobin thinks—or hopes— 
that severe manpower shortages can be avoided 
in the new defense program. They can be avoid- 
ed, he says, if employers refrain from hoarding 
or pirating labor, and if both employers and 
workers make full use of the United States Em- 
ployment Service, whose task is to funnel the 
right kind of manpower into the right places.

In 
this as in other aspects of the defense effort, 
the Administration should be equipped to im- 
pose mandatory controls to get the job done. 
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Wise Counsel From the FBI 


Mott Americans, in war and peace, have gone 
about their ways without ever running across a 
spy, a saboteur, a subversive influence or prob- 
ably even a fellow traveler. 

This is something to remember in connection 
with the excellent suggestions which the FBI 
has given the public on curbing sabotage and 
espionage. The odds are against the average 
man encountering such acts of our ftternal ene- 
mies.

Congress will misread the temper of the 
country, however, if it-su that justified 
opposition to the wrong kind of economy will 
excuse failure to vote any economy at all. 

The unfortunate fact is that when Senator 
Douglas of Illinois proposed a better kind of 
economy—item-by-item reductions in specific 
appropriations—he was voted down consistently. 

Now the House Ways and Means Committee is 
talking of starting a second appropriations bill 
through Congress, canceling various non-defense 
appropriations contained in the bill which is 
just now being completed in the Senate. 

This will seem to the layman a silly business, 
but the mechanics of legislation may require it. 
The important thing is that both branches of 
Congress should take seriously the public de- 
mand for reduction of the non-defense budget. 
*One way or another, it must be reduced. 

President Truman so far has requested 14 
billion dollars in new spending and only five 
billion dollars in new taxes—this on top of an 
already unbalanced budget. He has, commend- 
ably enough, instructed his administrative agen- 
cies to curb all activities not related to the de- 
fense effort. But the sure way to cut spending 
is to cut the appropriations, and Congress can- 
not fight inflation effectively unless it does.

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Hennings, Allison—and the Charter 


It is not often that a local issue in one com- 
munity shapes the outcome of an unrelated state 
race, But that seems to be exactly what hap- 
pened in the Missouri primary. 

Former Congressman Thomas C. Hennings Jr. 


of St. Louls owes his apparent state-wide victory 


for the Democratic nomination for United States 
Senator to the charter vote in this city. Con- 
‘versely, a chief factor in the defeat of Mr. 
Trurfian’s hand-picked choice. State Senator 
Emery W. Allison of Rolla, was the outpouring 
of voters in St. Louis to record their views on 
that essentially local question. 


The close finish in the Hennings-Allison race 
makes it plain that the Truman-Smith-Darst en- 
try would have won easily if the primary in St. 
Louis had been a hum-drum affair with inde- 
pendent voters staying at home and the nomina- 
tions being determined largely by party organi- 
zation. But the unusually large vote on the non- 
partisan issue of the charter swelled the Demo- 
cratic vote within the city. A total which might 
well have been only 100,000 rose to more than 
180,000. One result of this virtual doubling 
of the vote was that Mr. Hennings carried St. 
Louis by some 60,000. 

Moreover, there were signs that the Hennings 
campaign and the charter opposition were not 
unrelated. The Callahan camp certainly was as 
strongly anti-charter as it was pro-Hennings. 
Mr. Hennings himself made no statement for or 
against the charter, but anti-charter propagan- 
da was circulated along with boosts for him. 

If the downtown district’s former Congress- 
man ig the nominee against Senator Donnell he 
will have plenty of big issues to face squarely 
in the campaign. It is inconceivable that he can

One of the men upon whom the nation 
must rely most heavily in the current 
crisis is W. Stuart Symington, chairman 
of the powerful .National Security Re- 
sources Board. 

We may well give thanks that Senator 
Harry F. Byrd of Virginia last year cast 
the deciding committee vote in preventing 
confirmation of Mon C. Wallgren to this 
crucially important post, thus paving the 
way for Mr. Symington’s appointment. 

As yet, the chairman of the NSRB has 
scarcely had a chance to show what he 
can do in his new 
post, for the Korean 
war developed so 
rapidly that virtually 
all Washington was 
caught flatfooted. 
But at least we have 
aman on the job 
who appears to be 
addressing himself 
energetically to his 
duties, and one who 
has had extensive ex- 
ecutive and adminis- 
trative experience. 

Stuart Symington 
is described as “‘su- 
préme commander of 
war mobilization.” This makes him very 
nearly an “assistant President,” as one 
Washington correspondent puts it, and en- 
dows him with immense prestige. While 
his authority is wholly advisory, the Presi- 
dent is expected to follow his advice. 


In the event that the country is put on 
a full war footing, Symington will virtually 
decide how much each of us will be al- 
lowed to eat, how much we may earn, what 
we may buy and the terms under which 
purchases may be made. He is under- 
stood to be ready to provide a blueprint 
for rationing and for price, wage and man- 
power controls, if and when this is called 
for by the President. 


A Job of Balancing 


The Symington task is summed up as 
calling for decisions on how to “strike a 
balance between military and civilian 
needs and divide available manpower, ma- 
terials and manufacturing capacity be-

tween them.” Allocations for steel, for 
example, enter importantly into this pic- 
ture, as do those for many other materials, 
especially metals. Which civilian uses for 
these vital materials will be continued, 
which will be discontinued or reduced also 
must be determined, It is a large assign- 
ment. 

The problem of formulating an over-all 
plan for civilian defense against possible 
bombing attacks likewise is a responsi- 
bility of Symington’'s office. There hasn't 
been time for this to be done effectively, 
and Chairman Symington is understood 
to be insisting that it be done properly, 
even if that takes a bit longer. 


This 49-year-old former St. Louis busi- 
ness man, who made a reputation putting 
the shaky Emerson Electric Co. on its feet, 
and getting along with his employes well, 
is a native of Massachusetts who attended 
Yale, where he was an associate editor of 
the Yale Daily News and prominent on the 
campus. After graduation he was affiliated 
with various industrial concerns, and was 
president of the Rustless Iron and Steel 
Co., of Baltimore, which he reorganized 
successfully. He then became president 
of Emerson Electric of St. Louis. He got 
along well with the union in that organi- 
zation, and he also served as a director 
of the St. Louis Chamber of Commerce. 


Well-Qualified for Task 


President Truman called him to Wash- 
ington in 1945 to dispose of surplus war 
property. A year later he was named As- 
sistant Secretary of War for Air, and then 
Secretary of the Air Force. 

All this gives him a background as a 
business executive, as a.man who has had 
considerable experience in government, 
and as one who can deal with the big 
brass in the Pentagon. 

On paper, then, “Stu’’ Symington looks 
well-qualified for his new task, the big- 
gest he has ever had. He is persofially 
forceful and attractive, and he enjoys the 
confidence of President Truman, As the 
news from Korea grows worse, it becomes 
po ag that much will depend on his 
ability to mobilize the nation’s manpower 
and resources effectively for the huge task 
ahead. May he prove equal to it!

450 Firms in 6 Months 
—43 Pct. Rise in Sec- 
ond Quarter. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3 <(AP)— 
American corporations are mak- 
ing money faster than ever be- 
fore. 

A compilation by the Associated 
Press of earnings of 450 corpora- 
tions in virtually every field of 
business shows profits were 43 
per cent higher in the second 
quarter of 1950 than in the cor- 
responding period last year. 


The year 1948 stands as the 
record-breaker for corporate earn- 
ings, and 1949 was only slightly 
below. -Thus the second quarter 
this year is running well ahead 
of the 1948 record. 

The 43 per cent jump in sec- 
ond quarter profits to $1,625,040,- 
257 brought earnings of these 450 


; corporations for the first six 


months to $2,865,306,250. That is 
a gain of 24 per cent over the 


Si ficst six months of 1949. 


There are some who believe the 
second quarter may stand as high 
tide in the profit movement. Even 


-jthough many corporations now 
u4¢{are working at top speed as a re-

| MacArthur put it a few days ago, 
a reasonable degree of choice. 

The Army commander, Lt. Gen. 
Walker, has gone through a pe- 
riod of grim decision this past 10 
days. When he issued his “stand 
or die” order to the men of the 
Twenty-fifth Division and the 
First Cavalry Division, he did not 
mean that every inch of the 
ground on which they stood was 
so precious that it must be held 
to the bitter end. He simply 
meant that they must somehow 
contrive to keep the enemy en- 
gaged until he, was sure that re- 
inforcements were at hand. For 
at that moment he had as his sole 
reserve the battered and deci- 
mated Twenty-fourth Division, 
and save in the last extremity he 
dared not commit that division to 
battle until the reinforcements 
from America were actually ar- 
riving. 

One Danger Passing. 

A commander on the defensive 
who commits his last reserve is 
without the means of meeting any 
fresh enemy effort and is in_im- 
minent danger of defeat and dis- 
organization” This danger Gen. 
Walker was facing when he told 
the troops already in combat that 
they must stand or die. 

Now this danger is passing. 

The Twenty-fourth Division has 
been committed to action on the 
extreme southern front, where 
the heaviest Communist pressure 
appears to be collecting. But ele- 
ments of the Second Infantry Di- 
vision and the First Marine Divi- 
sion from the United States, and 
of the Fifth Infantry Regimental 
Combat Team from Hawaii, have 
now landed in Korea. 

So Gen. Walker not only has a 
new reserve under his hand, but 
one which, when its full build-up 
is complete, will be capable of 
striking a very heavy counter- 
blow indeed. 

We must remember that so far 
we have not had in Korea a fully- 
equipped, fully-trained American 
division such as the Second. The 
divisions from Gen. MacArthur's 
Army of Occupation have fought 
well, but they were almost skele- 
ton units; they did not have their 
divisional tank battalions; they 
were short of artillery and sup- 
porting weapons; some of the in- 
fantry regiments had only two 
battalions instead of the normal 
three. Many of their men were 
insufficiently trained. They went 
in and did the best they could 
with what they had. 

Second Division Equipped. 

The Second Division, however, 
is a complete division. It has its 
full allowance of medium tanks— 
Pershing tanks armed with 90- 
millimeter guns. It has all four of 
its artillery battalions. Its infan- 
try regiments have their three 
rifle battalions each, plus a tank 
company and a heavy mortar 
company. While it is probably 
somewhat under-strength in per- 
sonnel, it is quite ready for a sus- 
tained combat effort. Its men are 
fully trained. 

The Marines also are fully 
trained &nd fully equipped, 
though they do not amount to a 
division in strength—probably no 
more than a fraction of a division. 
The Fifth Infantry Regimental

Thus Gen. Walker is now as-| 


sembling behind the still con- 
tracting front a striking force of 
perhaps 25,000 excellent troops. 
He has for the first time acquired 
the power to influence the course 
of the fighting; the power to 
seize and hold the initiative at 
least on one sector of the front. 

He can strike a really powerful 
blow where and when he chooses 
—except, of course, that his 
choice of time and place must 
still be influenced to some de- 
gree by what the enemy does,.as 
we are still on the defensive un- 
til that state of affairs can be 
changed by definite action. 

The immediate results Gen. 
Walker can expect from. this 
counter-blow will depend partly 
on the ‘degree to which enemy 
resources have been exhausted in 
desperate effo to overrun our 
defensive positions before the re- 
inforcements could enter Korea. 
At this writing it is possible to 
say only that the situation has 
taken a decided turn for the bet- 
ter, and to wait until the build-up 
of the new units is completed.

Did you know that watermelon 
is actually an out-sized berry? 


And it*comes by its name hon- 
estly since 93 per cent of it is 
water. Perhaps that’s why noth- 
ing is so refreshing these warm 
days and evenings than a cool 
slice of pink watermelon in the 
yard or on the porch. It’s the 
equivalent of a tall, cold drink of 
nectar, 

If you’re cramped for space in 
your refrigerator, or if your fam- 
ily is small, most grocers offer 
slices or halves of watermelon 
protected: with transparent film. 
An added advantage to buying 
this way is that you can see what 
you're getting and judge the 
quality of the melon by its ap- 
pearance, 

When you entertain a crowd or 
go picnicking of course, you need 
a whole watermelon.

man-days. The Bureau of Labor | 
Statistics said 69 per cent of it | 
was in coal mining stoppages. | 

In the whole war period of 
three years and eight ménths— | 
from Pearl Harbor to the Jap- | 
anese surrender — the nation’s | 
strike idleness was 36,301,000 
man-days. That was slightly more 
than one-tenth of 1 per cent of 
available working time. 

By comparison, in the single 
year 1941 it was 23,000,000 man- 
days. 

So far in 1950 the four major 
strikes have been: the coal strike 
in January and February; the 
Chrysler strike from Jan, 25 to 
May 4; a strike of railroad fire- 
men against four railroads in 
May; and a strike of switchmen | 
against five railroads in June and | 
July. | 

Hammer at Excess Profits. | 

Most AFL and CIO leaders, in- | 
stead of talking about no-strike | 
pledges at present, are hammer- | 
ing against price rises and excess 
profits. They hammer all the 
harder because they realize that 
the time is coming when unions 
will voluntarily forfeit the right 
to strike for higher wages to 
match the higher prices. 

The labor leaders’ main theme 
now is “equality of sacrifice.” For 
example, when George Meany 
mentioned the no-strike pledge he 
promptly coupled it with a de- 
mand for a  “no-profiteering 
pledge” on the part of business. 

As for the War Labor Board— 
or some equivalent agency—this 
is considered almost inevitable if 
wage controls are enacted by Con- 
gress. If there are to be controls, 
there must be some agency to ad- 
minister them. 


NEW CONSTRUCTION SPENDING 
LAST MONTH $2,653,000,000 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3 (AP)— 
Spending on new construction 
reached the unprecedented total 
of $2,653,000,000 in July, the Gov- 
ernment announced last night. 
This amount was 6 per cent above 
the figure for June an@ 25 per 
cent more than that for July 
1949. The figure is a preliminary 
estimate made by the Depart- 
ments of Commerce and Labor. 

Private construction in July 
advanced more than usual at this 
season, supported by a large 
volume of house construction. 
The figure for private construc- 
tion was $1,960,000,000. New 
federal restrictions on credit for 
home building went into effect 
late in July but apparently had 
little or no influence on the 
amount of construction spending. 

Spending for public construc- 
tion rose to $693,000,000, largely 
because of a 10 per cent increase 
in spending for highway construc- 
tion. :

Kang, an old friend of mine 
from days of yore—the Sunchon 
Army revolt of two years ago, 
refused to be depressed. 

“We go back all right,” he said 
confidently. “Americans very 
good fighters.” 

Embarrassing Fact. - 

It was very polite of Kang, 30- 
year-old Chief of Staff of the 
South Korean Second Corps, to 
say so, but the embarrassing fact 
is the Americans have been “re- 
adjusting” their lines for more 
than two weeks while the South 
Koreans have been holding theirs. 
At the moment the Americans 
have “readjusted” to such an ex- 
tent that the South Koreans’ 
flank is in danger of being ex- 
posed. 

We passed a 105-mm. gun bat- 
tery dug in a dry river bed. It 
was artfully disguised, for the 
South Koreans aré lavish users 
of natural camouflage.

were sprawled on the ground 
asleep. 

“Very .tired men,” observed 
Kang, a slim, handsome man with 
soft brown eyes. “They’ve been 
fighting since June 25.” 

We stopped at a regimental 
command post in a mud hut. Col. 
Choi Koung Hi, regimental com- 
mander and classmate of Kang’s 
at Japanese military academy, sat 
on the porch in his undershirt 
and trousers reading a week-old 
copy of the Stars and Stripes. 
His shoes were off and he rubbed 
his swollen feet with a plump 
hand. 

“Yesterday we fight,” he smiled 
“today we rest. When the enemy 
come, we shoot. When the enemy 
doesn’t come, we sleep. Some- 
times when the enemy come, we 
sleep, but that’s bad.” 

Weapons, Ammunition Captured. 

Choi said his men had captured 
three truckloads of weapons and 
ammunition in a counter-attack 
the day before. He reeled off a 
partial list of loot: 

Fifteen heavy machine guns, 18 
light machine guns, 12 sub-ma- 
c:ine guns, one 60-mm. mortar, 
four 50-caliber machine guns, 100 
seven cavalry rifles, 29 
boxes of ammunition — al! Rus- 
sian-made. 

Since the American Army sup- 
ples the South Koreans, I asked 
Choi what he needs most. 


“More ammunition,” he said 


promptly. 

“And communications. We have 
only one radio per battalion. The 
men need shoes and clothing, too, 
but they'll fight if they get am- 
munition.” -

= scrounge from the country- 
side. 

“I joined the army to defend 
my country,” Kim said.

The same player may 
organize his resources for an all- 
out‘drive for 5000 points starting 
from around the 2900 mark. Even 
if he is not always successful, 
such a player will succeed often 
enough to give rise to the legend 
that he “rarely” needs 120. But 
here’s how you do it: 


Your side is around 2600 points, 
counting all the melds already 
made. If your partner has five 
cards or fewer, and you can go 
out and still keep your score be- 
ow 3000, do so. But if your part- 

has a good many cards, and 
are still quite a few 
the stock, and if your 


spreads look good, follow differ-‘ 
ent tactics. 

Suppose you have just drawn 
the five-spot. You could add it 
to six fives already on the table 
and make a natural canasta. Or 
you could add the deuce to that 
meld, making a mixed canasta, 
discard the natural five, and meld 
the treys to go out. Or you 
could play along. If the situation 
is right, that’s exactly what you 
should do. The threes give you 
three absolutely safe discards. 
With spreads that promise to de- 
velop additional canastas, you 
complege the natural canasta, dis- 
card a three, and keep going. 

Very important: You do NOT 
ask your partner, “May I go 
out?” When your side has the 
best table, but you are reduced 
to a few cards, your question 
about going out is a way of warn- 
ing partner that you don’t have 
many safe discards. In this case, 
having three safe discards and a 
good chance to complete several 
canastas, don’t ask. Make the ca- 
nasta and play along, even 
though you eould go out if part- 
ner answered “yes” to the ques- 
tion. :

The Man 
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Otto F. Grimm, Wi gmaker for Almost 50 Years, Believes Nearly Million Americans Wear False Locks ~

HEN Mae West hits St. Louis 


she goes straight to the phone © 


and asks Otto F. Grimm to 
come up and see her in her hotel 


‘suite. Grimm, a spgy, wavy-haired 


man of 72, is no Casanova. He is 
a wigmaker and La West needs 
a new pompadour 

“This is her hair right here,” 
he says as he pull¢ a strand of 
voluptuous yellow locks out of @ 
drawer in his shop at 3838 Olive 
street. “You can see she wants the 
best. | made her three wigs for 
‘Katherine Was Great’ and she 
paid about $200 a piece for them.” 

For nearly 50 years the genial, 
German-born Grimm has been a 
one-man oasis for folks who need 
hair. Some, like Miss West, need 
a hair piece to supplement their 
own intact coiffure for a stage 
role. Others run for cover because 
their own is gone or waning. 

This happy purveyor of phony 
locks made Ezio Pinza look like 
Lucifer in person by fashioning a 
couple of mean mustaches for the 
singer’s Metropolitan Opera por- 
trayal of Mephisto in “Faust,” and 
he perfected nine complete “trans- 
formations” for one wealthy dow- 
ager whose black, chauffer-driven 
Packard always approaches the 
Grimm establishment without 
warning. He does not know the 
customer’s name and he would 
never be so tactless as to ask 
for it. 

“I make each of her pieces look 
just like the other,” he explains 
with a gay cackle and a wink. 
“Ach, what a job!” 

The harried hairless make a 
beeline for about 200 of Grimm’s 
headpieces every year because 
they know they can count on solid 
workmanship. Grimm, for in- 
stance, shuns inferior white Syrian 
goat hair for distinguished, grey- 
ing executives. He may use the 
Syrian merchandise to fill in a 
bit of grey in brown and black 
wigs for the middle-aged, but 
whoever needs a full shock of 
white gets the best even though 
it costs Grimm $28 an ounce. 


All hair is imported. It comes. 


from Sweden, France, Germany, 
Czechoslovakia, and lately there 
has been quite a lot from Italy. 
The cheapest grades come from 
China. The best hail from Swe- 
den. Grimm thinks it has some- 
thing to do with local diets. 

“Most of the hair comes from 
convents and prisons,” he relates. 
“Importers in New York wash it, 
grade it and maybe curl it. I can 
almost feel what country it comes 
from when I get a little bit into 
my hand.” 

Wigmaking has been quietly 
revolutionized since Grimm came 
to St. Louis in 1904 to cut the 
hair of World’s Fair visitors. In 
those days head pieces weighed 
three or three and a half ounces 
and were pasted on the head with 
a sticky wax that made scalps itch 
like mad. A superior headpiece 
weighs less than an ounce now, is 
easy to put on and to take off and 
can hardly be told from the real 
McCoy except’ by Grimm, who 
thinks he is the only professional 
wig man in town. 

Few people bothered with arti- 
ficial hair around the turn of the 
century. Today there have been 
semi-official estimates that 200,- 
000 or 300,000 Americans dupe 
their friends by walking around 
with hair they never grew. Grimm 
thinks the true figure is closer 
to 1,000,000 and as long as there 
is no official Government census 
of wig-wearers nobody will ever 
know the facts.

SAD trend in hair is that 
women appear to be losing 
their hair as fast as men. 
Time was when he made nine 
men’s wigs for each one ordered 
by a lady. Now the ratio is about 
even. Grimm _ speculates that 
nervousness, failure to care for 
hair while it’s still around, and 
butchering by inefficient hair- 
dressers and dyers are at fault. 

You never have to get a haircut 
when you wear a wig, but there'll 
be other troubles. Grimm recom- 
mends that even the best wigs be 
taken off every five or six weeks, 
dry cleaned in naphtha and 
blocked back into shape. He feels 
they ought to be replaced for new 
models every three or four years 
or so. 

Basically, he explains, there are 
two kinds of toupees. One is the 
Hollywood style with hair mount- 
ed on a flesh-colored net. The 
other has a base of suction plas- 
ter. “It’s built with concrete,” 
Grimm says. “I like it best.” The 
plaster job tan be kept on the 
head a few days at a time. The 
hair type should be removed at 
night. Nobody seems to have any 
trouble putting it back on in the 
morning. 

“It’s ust like putting on a hat,” 
Grimm points out. “Nobody can 
put it on like you do yourself.” 

For fastening a Grimm-built 
hairpiece on the head there is a 
new type of chemical that’s guar- 
anteed to hold fast without seri-

ous consequences to your scalp. 
You need another chemical prepa- 
ration, though, to loosen it. 

If you don’t need a complete 
job but feel you want to cover up 
an awkward bald spot, Grimm 
will fashion you a patch of hair 
in any size to blend in with your 
own crop. It can be left on the 
head for only three or four days 
because it is apt to get combed 
pretty often. 

Some pretty odd things hap- 
pen when you're in the wig busi- 
ness. There was the Grimm cli- 
ent who went fishing in the Black 
river and stayed nights at a 
lonely lodge. One morning he 
awoke to find his headpiece gone, 
apparently carried off by a squir- 
rel in search of a featherbed fot 
its nest. He had to wait in the 
woods for four days while Grimm 
put through an emergency order 
for a new toupee and sent it out 
to the stranded fisherman by spe- 
cial messenger. 

Another time an East St. Louis 
undertaker called and placed a 
rush order for a mustache. When 
he came in the next day to call 
for his merchandise he asked that 
the bristles be clipped a little 


more. It turned out that his em-. 


balmers had accidentally shaved 


a mustache off a client and need- 
ed to replace it for the funeral 
services. 

You’d hardly think there are 
any serious personal risks in- 
volved in wig-making. Grimm 
will tell you differently. He re- 
calls the case of the Scandinavian- 
born champion swimmer who or- 
dered a partial toupee and was 
specifically warned by Grimm 
not to take it into the water. He 
did anyway and came out bald 
and ne apes Se =

hair was awful hard to get. 
We just couldn’t find his shade of 
blond. So there he was in the 
shop when he spotted my wife 
Anna, who helps make the wigs. 
She has blond hair, too. So what 
do you suppose? This fellow fol- 
lowed her right around trying to 
talk my Anna out of her hair! We 
finally fixed him up with a com- 
plete new  hairpiece. Looked 
good. ” 

Grimm was born in Freiburg, 
Germany, and still hasn’t lost his 
native accent. He was trained in 
the strict old school of hairdress- 
ing and wigmaking and found no 
trouble getting jobs. In 1902 he 


T i Pit the war,” 


was swinging his shears at a 
fancy resort hotel in St. Moritz, 
Switzerland. One of his custom- 
ers was Dr. Albert Einstein. “He 
was taking up chemistry or some- 
thing,” Grimm recollects, “snappy 
little fellow with a good head of 
hair.” 

But the tourist seasons were 
too short in St. Moritz and Grimm 
wandered back t. Hamburg. He 
found nothing suitable there and 
so he booked passage to New 
York in 1903 and came here the 
following year to work at the 
Hotel Bonaparte. Shortly after- 
ward he joined the wigmaking 
staff of Andrew Fueger, then cos- 
tume chief for the Veiled Prophet 
balls. In 1912 he opened his own 
wig shop in the South Hotel on 
Fourth street, but he couldn’t 
make it pay. He took in costum- 
ing jobs for masquerade parties 
and dramatic clubs and has kept 
up that sideline ever since. 

Among his most pronounced 
successes was a big shot busi- 
ness man whom Grimm made to 
look like a gorilla. “I put hair 
on his chest, pig’s hair on his 
eyebrows and even extended and 
painted the fingernails into 
claws,” he says. “When his son 
called for him and papa stood

NFORTUNATELY the art 

seems slowly to be dying out. 

There are only a couple of 
hundred wigmakers left in North 
America, maybe fewer than that, 
and nobody seems to want to learn 
the trade. It takes three to four 
years to master and women with 
their nimble fingers are often best 
at it. But it pays only $60 a week 
or so even when you're a trained 
wigmaker, and nobody wants to 
go through so much trouble for 
that kind of money. Twice Grimm 
tried starting a school for wig- 
makers in St. Louis. Twice he 
failed. This fall he wants to try 
again. It isn’t the profit that 
matters most to him but the sad 
thought that ah ancient and hon- 
orable craft seems to him doomed 
to extinction. 

“Myself I’ve tried twice to re- 
tire,” he sighs, “but I don’t feel 
good without my wigs.” 

It may take three to four weeks 
before the Grimms or their two 
helpers can fill an order. Each 
tuft of hair has to be stitched in 
by a pointed, curved instrument 
with an almost invisible hook at 
the end. The toupee is fitted over 
a plaster impression of the cus- 
tomer’s skull. The plaster.impres- 
sion, in turn, is made from an 
Fd shaped impression of

The impressions are placed on 
wooden heads for working pur- 
poses. Grimm had more wooden 
scalps in stock than a whole tepee 
town of bloodthirsty Indians and 
he’s mighty proud of*his collec- 
tion. “These are the best heads 
we've got,” he says with his 
hilarious G@ackle as le points to 
row after row of lifeless skulls 
on his shelves. “It’s hard to get 
goed heads.”

North-South were using a sys- 
tem (not in vogue among most 
experts) in which the responder 
to an opening two-bid requires 
either an ace or two kings for a 
“positive” response. Thus, North 
had to bid two no-trump on the 
first round, and South could not 
know whether this response was 
based on a fair hand or a very 
bad one. However, there was a 
good way to find out—and on the 
second round, South took that 
way. His spade suit did not fig- 
ure to need any assistance—it 
certainly ought to be within one 
trick of solid—and therefore the 
greatest weakness of the South 
hand was in hearts. Since South 
had given orders, via his two-bid, 
that the bidding be kept open un- 
til game was reached, he could 
now bid hearts with the assurance 
that he could overcall any raise 
North chose to make, with the 
higher ranking spade suit. 

When North jumped from three 
to five hearts, South felt that that 
suit was pretty well covered, and 
his jump to the slam in spades 
was a reasonable action. North, 
who was also an expert, did not 
consider taking the contract back 
to hearts at the seven-level—it 
was quite apparent what South 
was doing. 

West opened the club ace.
